THE TARIFF, 


An Important Caucus Held l>y the H«- 


publicmi Members of the House. 


An Agreement to Nbn-Conour in tht 


Senate Amendments. 


Under tho tariff and revenue bill which 


has passed tho senate and will likely bo 
concurred m by tho house of representa- 
tives, about forty-ono millions of inter- 
nal tax has been cut off. In regard to 
the tariff, there has been about 30 per- 
cent, reduction from the. present rates 
The duties on.'silk, tobacco, hemp 'and 
flax, remain 
the same'. The duty on 


liquors is the same except there has been 
an increase of one dollar per dozen on 
champagne. The reduction on iron and 
stool is 20 per cent., and on steel rails the 
duty has been reduced from $2S per ton to 
$15.62. 
Ou sugar, which should have 


been admitted free, the proposed reduc- 
tion is from 18 to 28 per cent. Cotton 
haj been reduced about 35 per cent, and 
the same reduction applies to carpets, 


P. S.—Tho morniug dispatches from 


Washington say that tho protective men 
in congress held a caucus on Thursday 
evening, aud'agroed not to concur iu the 
senate tariff bill. It is said there is a 
good deal of apprehension among the re- 
publicans that the democrats will vote 
almost solidly for concurrence in the sen- 
ate bill, and that with the uid of a few re- 
publicans they would muster strength 
ouough next Tuesday to got tho requisite 
two-thirds and pass tlie bill. 


The bill ginng grist-mill owners one-

PBIVATE INSANE ASYL DMS. 


A short time ago the Milwaukee Seu- 


tiael printed an editorial in regard to the 
private insane asylum bill now before 
the legislature, to which i>i. Henrj 
Palmer, ol this city, takes exceptions, as 
will bo seen from tho following letter ad- 
dressed to the Sentinel, and published in 
its issue of the 23d : 


17.— The recent ar- 


ticle in the Sentinel I think mis'.ed'the 
public in relation to the true intent of 
tUe bill referred to— no donation ot land 
is asked for or any appropriation. That 
the state requires more accommodations 
fortheiasane is unquestiouable.and agen- 
eral law which will invite private capital 
to furnish requisite accommodations sim- 
ilar to what is '.'ura:shod in many eastern 
states will certainly be a relief to tho tax- 
payers, and a public benefit. The start- 
ing of private asylums has been in con- 
templation for some time in differout 
parts ot tho state, and the intent of this 
bill is to encourage such enterprises — 
place them under state control as much 
as possible, uad exempt them from taxa- 
tion while they are used exclusively for 
the insane. This will bo an inducement 
for capitalists to invest and the stite re- 
ceive the beuoat. Without the bill there 
will be no property to tax; with it the 
state will bo relieved from the care of all 
its insane committed to suoh institutions 


Will it not be better for the state to 


have its insane cared for within the state 
and under the supervision of the board of 
charities and reform than to send them 
to private institutions in other states? 
Ono hundred iniano of the state oared tor 
in private asylums will save the state at 
least $10,000 p<jr annum in taxatioa, and 
suoli institutions, organized in the man- 
ner contemplated in the bill, must draw 
their support mainly from the friends of 
those now inmates of onr state andcoun- 
ty anylums instead.pt adjacent states. If 
tho question of osemptioi> from taxation 
will induce capitalists: to be semi-charita- 
ble, the state should bo willing tj bo lib- 
eral enough to' give that which costs

David Bird said he had boon paddled by 


Keeper Dixon for losing two shirts. Ho re- 
ceived forty-six blows; ho fainted, and was 
Btruck on tho head to bring him to conscious- 
ness.

cciices of IhctJrfiit Three Days' 


Snow Storm in Minnesota. 


The groat storm of 1873 wns Uiu most 


violent known in the Koillnvest for fifty 
years, as the records kept at Fort Snelf- 
ing showed. It was a violent electrical 
storm, extending over the 'whole North- 
west, so that the telegraph wires west of 
Chicago refused to work. 


It struck Minnesota on the 7th of Jan- 


uary, 1873, and raged for three days, 
the wind blowing a gu.le, the temper- 
ature bcingabouleigliteen degrees below 
zero, and on the prairies the air was 
filled with suow.as fine as flour. Through 
every crevice, keyhole and nail hole the 
snow penetrated, puffing into houses 
like steam. The number of human lives 
lost in Minnesota was about seventy. 


The morning of January 7, 1S73, was 


beautiful and'bright. The air was mild 
and still, and farmers set out for town 
or went to neighboring farms with thnir 
teams. Generally it was thought that a 


story. He told it at once and it was 
published throughout the country before 
die winter was over. Search was made 
[or Weston'jS body but in vain. 
When 


spring came, however, and the snow be- 
gan to meltoff, Westorfs body was found 
ric:u- a slough where the snow had. been 
deep, a mile and a half northwest os 
Horsey.

So much for the great blizzard. There 


will probably not be another such in our 
day. It was a rough greeting for the

Prof. Humiston, who had a good an- 
aroid barometer, foretold a storm. The 
barometer had been falling for twenty 
four hours, and never was known to fa 
so low before. 


Between twelre and one o'clock 


white wall was seen moving up from th 
northwest upon Worthington. Th e fro n 
of the storm was distinct and almost a 
clearly outlined as a great sheet, Who 
it struck the town, farmers began t 
scatter to theirhomes. A number, how 
ever, remained, and were housed up fo 
three days. Persons visiting in the vil 
lage, only a few squares from home, ii 
some instances remained until the storn 
abuted, not daring to venture out upoi 
the streets. 


J. H. Maxwell drove four miles agains 


the storm and then took refuge with 
neighboring farmer, uot being able t 
reach home. 
The Rev. Mr. Ston 


walked five miles facing the storm thi 
side of Jackson, and- finally took rcfug 
in, a sod shanty. A party of Worthing 
ton men, among whom were Dr. Lang 
don and Cornelius Stout, were caugli 
on the road between Worthington am 
Jackson and also remained snowed \\\ 
in a sod house. A man north of Worth 
iiigton was caught on the trackles 
prairio driving au ox team. 
He un 


hitched and unyoked the team, then tool 
hold of one ox by the tail, and by twist 
ing it,.kept the animal on the trot. The 
other ox followed, and the man brou<rh 
up against his own wood pile. 
Th( 


school in Indian. Lake township 
•taught by a young lady in a log school 
house. Tho snow drifted in through 
the crevices, 
and soon covered the 


floor. The supply of wood was soon ex 
hausted,' and then the teacher and 
scholars split up furniture and eked ou 
a scant lire until the storm abated.

<keep up circulation they formed an In 
diau file and marched around'the stove 
through the dreary days and long 
nights till, on the third day they mad 
their escape. Joseph Foots was caugh 
in the storm in the western part of th 
county, and lay for several days in a 
snow drift. 
Unfortunately his feet be 


came exposed, kicked the cover off, so 
to speak, and both feet were frozen and 
had to be amputated. 


A Mr.-Small, who lived four mile; 


southeast of Worthington, started from 
town with an ox team and sled just aftei 
the storm struck us. He drove within a 
few rods of his 'own door, and wanderec 
over the prairie till ho camu to some hay 
stacks, around which a rail fence hat 
been built. He evidently attempted to 
climb the fence, but was too uear gone 
to accomplish it. When found, the 
after the storm, he was standing with 
one hand on the fence, covered with ice, 
and as stiff as an icicle. A Mrs. Blixt, 
who lived a few miles beyond Mr. Small, 
weut to the stable when the storm came 
on to turn the cattle in. In attempting 
to return to the house the snow blinded 
her, and she wandered off on the prairio 
aud perished. 


But the- one case, among the three 


fatal ones in Nobles County, which has 
been the subject of the greatest interest. 
because of the ghoststory connected with 
it, was that of John Wcston, of Seward 
township. Mr. Weston bad been to Gra- 
ham lakes and was returning with a load 
of wood when the storm caught him. He 
drove across his own farm and missed 
the house. Turned and went in a circle, 
making the same circle twice, as shown 
by the tracks of the sled. He then turned 
north to the vicinity of the place now 
owned by H. D. Winters, in. Graham 
Lakes township. 
He abandoned his 


team, and the oxen, after wandering 
awhile, -turned the yoke and choked to 
death. 
Mr. Weston, from this point, 


evidently concluded to walk with the 
storm, and made a bee line for Horsey. 
He walked about twelve miles and fell 
forward on his face, clutching the grass 
as he fell and the blood gushing from 
his nose. His body was lound the fol 
lowing spring", "with the hands full of 
grass and the blood on his face. 


The story of John Westou's ghost was 


flrstpublished in the. Advance unA widely 
copied so that-it became known through- 
out the country. Weston appeared to 
Mr. Cosper,' who is still a resident of 
Seward township, and-was an intimate 
friend to Weston. A few days ago we 
caught Mr. Cosper in town and hail the 
story from his own lips. He is a prac- 
tical, unimaginative man, and gives the 
story in a circumstantial way. 


The day after the storm Mr. Cosper 


had been out with some • neighbors 
searching for Weston's body. He had 
returned to his home and was at the 
stable feeding his stock just before suo- 
down. He came out of the stable, and 
passing around to the east end, saw John 
Weston coming up the path from the 
creek. Weston had on. the blue soldier, 
overcoat which he usuall}' wore. His 
hands were tucked up under the cape, 
and he approached Cosper with his usual 
smile and usual salutation, saying, "How 
f 


oes it?" 
Cosper said, "Why, Weston, 


thought you-were frozen to death!" 


Weston. replied: "I am, and 3rou will 
find my body a mile and a half north- 
west »f Horsey!" Saying this he van- 
ished. Mr, Cosper says that even after 
Weston was gone it took him some time 
to realize that he had seen a ghost and 
to "feel queer." 


Before this Weston had evidently an- 


nounced his death to his wife. Mrs. 
Westoo related the "incident and it 
was confirmed by her sou. The sec- 
ond night of the storm she was awakened 
by a knock at the door. She dozed off 
again, and was aroused by a seeond 
rup, when she 
asked:' 
"What is 


wanted?" A voice answered: "Didyou 
know that John was frozen to death?" 
The voice sounded like that of her 
brother, Mr. Linderman, who lived in 
»he vicinity. The boy heard the voice, 
And rising up in bed. said: "Mother, did 
j 


uncle say pa was frozen to death?" 
Mrs. Weston went to the door, but there 
was no one there, and no tracks could be 
found in th^snow. Mr. Linderman had 
not been there, and it seems that Weston, 
wishing to announce his death, and.at 
the same tune not to frighten his wife 
too much, assumed the voice of his 
brother-in-law. 


Now for the confirmation ef Cosper1 s 


.The Jagans ot Terre Del Fuejo. 
Among the most interesting observa- 


tions made by Lieutenant Bove in Terre 
del Fnego, are those on the Jagan tribe, 
which counts about 3,000 individuals, 
who inhabit a portion of the southwest of 
tlie country. With slight abridgment 
the London Daily News gives the account 
in Lieutenant Bo.ve's own words: . 


The Jagacs impress oneasapoorraca. 


In general the men 'are scarcely more 
than of medium stature, while the women 
-rarely reach it. • .The faces of this race 
are round, large and flat, with high cheek 
bones, low foreheads and large Hat hoses, 
very black and restless eyes, wide apart, 
large, timid lips, and strong jaws fur- 
nished with beautiful teeth. The head 
and chest are disproportionately .large 
compared to the ..extreme slenderness of 
arms and legs, and;, it .is a marvel how 
the latter cau support the well-developed 
trunk and head. In spite of this strange 
formation, both men and women have 
uncommon strength, and I have seen 
them carry weights that would have 
taxed the robustest of our sailors. No 
less surprising is the 'smallness of their 
hands and feet, which, if ' a beauty, ia 
very advantageous to the men, who can 
carry only one or two objects in their 
hands at the same time. They have 
rough, lustreless black hair, which they 
wear long and falling over face and 
shoulders. Some bind it with a leather 
strap, but most let it grow to such 
an extent that they look more like 
furies than human beings. .The men 
havo very little beard and thatlittle they 
pluck out.- They do not tattoo, but use 
all kinds of paint. Two or three hues of 
color on the face and a few necklaces of 
shells of birds' bones is the usual'dress 
of the Fuegian. For protection against 
the terrible hurricanes, the snows that 
fall during the ten months in the year, 
and the torrential rains that daily visit 
this miserable archipelago, the Fuegian 
only wears a small mantle of seal or 
guunaco skin over his shoulders. The 
wigwams are only made of intertwined 
branches fixed iu some sheltered spot, 
but they are too weak to keep out snow 
aud rain. These wigwams are used by 
the Fuogians who dwell near the few 
residents3 of Usciumata or round tho 
mission. The other natives scarcely 
ever 
remain 
more 
than 
one 
or 


two 
days 
in 
the 
same 
place; 


they lead a vagrant life in their small 
canoes among the complicated canals 
of this broken up country, fishing and 
hunting for their subsistence, of which 
the sea furnishes a larger part. The 
women are looked upon as slaves, and 
the greater part of tho workfalls to their 
shave. I have often seen the men sitting 
quietly round a good fire while the poor 
women were exposed in fragil* skiffs to 
the snow, wind and waves, fishing for 
(heir idle and angry husbands. The 
greater the number of wives or slaves 
man has, the easier for him it is to find 
a living; hence the practice of polygamy 
which is so rooted among the Fuegians 
that in spite of the eftorts of the mission- 
aries it is no rare thing to see a conver 
suddenly break through restraint anc 
add two or more wives to the one al- 
lowed him by the new religion. But, 
though a Fuegian may marry as many 
wives us he pleases, he seldom takes 
more than four, and even with thatsmal 
number it is difficult to preserve domestic 
peace. The wigwam is the scene of daily 
battles, and sometimes the prettiest of 
the wives pays with her life the prefer- 
ence of her husband. Sometimes,'how- 
ever, the wives all unite against their 
common husband. The girls begin1 to 
limit for husbands at ten to twelve years 
of :i"-e. Tho man marries at fourteen or 
sixteen years of age. The marriages are 
dictated by convenience, and are a:mat- 
;er of sale aud purchase rather than of 
.ove or reciprocal sympathy. The father 
chooses from among the suitors for his 
daughter the one who is,strongest, most 
loxferous, and docile to his wishes, and 
fixes the number of skins to be given and 
:lays that his son-in-law has to work for 
him. A canoe, spears and harpoons 
form the dowry' of the bridn. When all 
s settled, .the bride is informed,' and 
whatever may be her sentiments, she 
takes good care to show no resistance to 
icr father, and is taken away to her hus- 
jand's wigwam. 
But generally the 


'ather's choice is also the daughter's, 
'or nowhere do strength and dexterity 
make a greater impression than upon the 
Fuegian girls, who fly from a crooked 
or deformed man, as from an impure 
cinf—a pariah. There is no feast or 
cdSing ceremony. The bride simply 


;oes to her husband's wigwam, or he es- 
'ablislies himself in that of her father. 
But some rules have to be observed.. If 
he husband wishes to continue to eat the 
lesh of the guanaco, or seal, he must 
ake a purifying bath in the 3ea the morn- 
ng after his wedding. Such a bath, es- 
jecially in the depth of the winter, is no 
loubt often the cause of many of the 
naladies te which the young lucgians 
are subject. The children seldom all 
urvive their parents, for th« mortality 
letwecn two to ten years of age is ex- 
raordinary. 
The variable and frigid 


limate, the want of nourishment, -the 
errible heats, and bad treatment by the 
arents, are the chief causes of the death 
f these miserable infante, yet unarmed 
gainst the frightful struggle for exist- 
uce. The mother's love lasts, it maybe 
aid, until the babe.is weaned, after 
vhich affection .rapidly diminishes as 
lie child grows, and is completely gone 
s the latter attains the age of seven or 
ight years. At this age the parents 
ave no more authority over the boys, 
•ho go out and come as they like, and 
ra never asked what they are d9ing. 
'he only lasting love in the heart of a 
"uegian a the love of self, How often 
avc I seer, a father devouring a piece 
f meat or bread, while his famishing 
vives and children silently watch him 
•ith their hungry eyes timidly picking 
p the crumbs that fell from bis mouth 
nd darting ravenously upon the iniser- 
ble remnants thrown to them by the 
erocious head of the family. AJ there 
re no family ties, the word "authority" 
s dc'void of meaning among the Fno- 
ians. Every family enjoys the utmost 
udependenoo, and only the need of .comr. 
mon defense induce a few families to 
onn a small tribe. But no on« has ,a 
ght to set himself up as a chief, and 
irect tho actions of the others; offensive 
xpeditions are fixed by common accord, 
nd the products of the chase are equally 
istributcd among those who have taken 
art in it.
